according to W. F. Stevens, live stock 
commissioner of the province. Al- 
though the rains in the south have! 
helped the situation there consider- 
ably as regards pasture, straw and 
green feed, other conditions have 
arisen in the north. The same rains 
have brought on feed in the 
south where it was thought six weeks 
ago there would not be anything, have 
also come to the north and have in 
many cases caused a large amount of 
the frozen wheat cut in the north for 
feed to mould. In some cases this has! 
apparently been due to careless stook- 
What promises also to be rather 
a bad factor, says Mr. Stevens, is that 
a great many of those that had cut- 
ting privileges in the north have re-| 
ceived only from 25 to 50 per cent of) 
what they expected on these pastures. | 

He also believes that there is going | 
to be a good sale for this green feed! 
if it is not too far from the station, | 
but he issues the warning that it 
should not be baled too early as it} 
will mould; also the wild hay that is 
being baled early should not be baled 
too tight for the same reason. 

He recommends the use of salt to 
assist in preserving the feed and it 
also adds to its palatability, 

For those farmers living a distance 
from the railroads and who also have 
green feed for sale, it ig expected that 
arrangements will be made to have 
animals shipped out. There are still 
a number of stockmen who have not 
feed for one reason or another, chief 
among them those who were disap- 
pointed in the amount of hay they had 
bought in northern pastures.
